ic is much to be minded and obſerved, how graciouflie God hath been pleaſed 
to proteR and preſerve our Soveralgn King fromthe bold and deſperate at- 
rempts of his Conlpireing Enemies, who, wanting Grace and the Fear of God, 
would audaciouflie preſume, and venture on the moſt Execrable mirther of 
the moſt merciful Prince the World could ever boaſt off Burt if we look 
back upon the Eye of Providence,we cannot but ſce the great, and particular 
kindneſs, our moſt bleſscd Creator hath for our moſt Gracious King s whata 
miraculous preſervation was that at Worceſter ,, when a, Princeof thi greateſt 
Splendour in Enrope was forced by the rebellious (though then preyailing par. 
tie ) to take up his Lodging in an Oaker Tree,only accompanied ſametimes 
witha few Loyal Nobles, who like worthie Souls, were free to participate of 
the deplorable ſorrows his Majeſtie then: met with? What ſtrange and wonder- 
tul deligns have been fincefeveral times contrived agatalt him, whom the Hea- 
vens have preſerved: but we.may conclude with this Ancient Proverb,"$z De- 
5 pro nobis quis contranos? and it 1s -undoubredlie true, that he that theweth 
m«cie, ſhall alſo find mercic it hath ſo happened to our-Soveraign, ' And I 
hope the mercies of the moſt high will ſtil] continue to him, and be- multiplied 
more, and more, that our poorNation,to00 much divided by FaRion, may be 
bleſsed by the long continuance of an unparraleld Monarch, whole clemencic 
is tO be amired, whoſe mercie 1s to be praiſed, and-whoſe Enemies hope will be 
defeated; And thoſe that ſhall either attempr, or at leaſt. imagine the leaſt

the contrary, are rather 'imnboldnedto preſume to the greateſt hight -of impu- 
dence that can'poſfibly be imagined,and in ſtead otbeing won to a dutiful obe- 
dience,are more and more arumated toall-kind of miſchief, that the Devil,and 
an ill Conſcience,can find out, or invent: nor canthe affability of an endearing 
Monarch make any.impreſhon on obdure and impenetrable hearts, but they ſtill 
perſiſt in their beaſtly and rude behaviours, nll time and providence , bring 
them too latero repeat, of their unjuſr, and wicked practices.
